Beer Is Legal 


In Texas After 
Twelve Tonight 


AUSTIN, 
s"epT~ 14.—(ff)—Beer 
can flow legally in Texas at the 
stroke of 12 tonight. For the first 
Ime in 14 years in this state, 
long considered a stanch prohibi- 
tion 
commonwealth, 
beverages 
containing more than 
one 
per 


cent of alcohol can be handled. 
Now it will be lawful to manu- 
facture, sell, possess and trans- 
port 3.2 per cent beer and wine. 


Texas long has had one of the 


most stringent prohibition laws on 
the books of any state. It has 
been a penitentiary offense to pos- 
sess, .manufacture, transport or 
sell liquor more powerful 
than 
one per cent. 


Elbert Hooper, 
first 
assistant 
attorney general, has ruled that 
under Texas' new law regulating 
the sale of 3.2 per cent beer It 
will be permissible to transport 
beverages of no greater strength 
than that into political subdivis- 
ions that are dry under local op- 
tion. Under his interpretation of 
the law a resident of a subdivis- 
ion that has voted to bar the sale 
of beer can send his remittance 
to a dealer in a wet community 
and have a shipment of the bev- 
erage consigned to him.

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MYSTERIES OF SOLOMON ARE 
» STILL POTENT IN NEAR EAST 


i Splendid Name of Sage and Sover- 
a Present Power In Life of Orientals— 


e Wisest Man and His Follies—Existing 


•of Solomon—Masonic Meetings Un- 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


ious!y-clad en- 
nia visited Wash- 
. the son-in-law of King Se- 
I, who claims descent from 
omon and the Queen of Sheba 
Solomon's la still a name of pride 
and power In the Near East. The 
talk of the common people is full 
of allusions to his magic, and the 
"secrets" of Soloman are many, as 
employed by native fortune-tellers 
and dealers in magic. Evil spirits 
siire to this day adjured 
by hU 
name. 
His wisdom, his wealth 
his • magnificence, have held the 
popular 
Imagination 
throughout 
the ages more vividly than those of 
Alexander the Great, or any of the 
kings of Persia, Babylon, Egypt 
« Rome. As the local saying Is 
Solomon's "na meis big" In the 
lands once affected by his sway. 
Not long ago. in the Sudan, I met 
a mining engineer hot on the trail 
of King Solomon's mines. 
'" Traces of Solomon In the Holy 
Land are more numerous than 
those of any other Hebrew king. 
The .reservoirs that he built still 
supply Jerusalem with water. His 
magnificent stables at Meblddo 
have recently been excavated by 
American archaeologists. Most Im- 
pressive of all are the quarries of 
Soloman, extending for under the 
city of Jerusalem, whence the stone 
for the building of the Temple 
were dug and shaped, than no 
sound' of hammer might be heard 
in the building Itself. 
In this fascinating 
quarry, I 
have seen what is called "the first 
keystone," fully fashioned, but nev- 
er detached from the mother rock. 
Visiting members of the Masonic 
Order, who honor Solomon as a 
founder, frequently hold meetings 
In this eerie underground quarry. 
Thwarting A Palace Intrigue. 
A meaty, absorbing story, well 
worth anybody's careful reading, 
'are these eight chapters of the 
Book of Kings which constitute 
today's,.Lesson material., They are 
biography, lighted by philosophy, 
religion and human Interest. Un- 
counted authors have quarried from 
this source their expanded tales. 
Some passages are as oriental as 
anything In the Arabian Nights; 
some rise to New Testament height 
of religious grandeur. 
'Solomon was born to the pur- 
ple, with all the advantages and 
disadvantages of life In an oriental 
royal harem. He was closer to 
his mother, Bathsheba, than to his 
father, David. 
In King David's 
dotage, a palace conspiracy, head- 
ed by Phlnce Adonijah, sought to 
capture the throne. Counter in- 
trigue and 
quick action, 
with 
Bathsheba,and Nathan bearing the 
prinelparparta, led King David to 
announce the inmmediate corona- 
tion of Solomon, thus thwarting 
the plot,of Adonijah. 
Vayland Hoyt used to preach 
jgreat sermon on this incident, 
jrs theme b'eihg "Crown Solomon" 
' ^flrmative action Is the best way 
set danger. When life's throne 
nreatened by temptation, crown 
the rightful occupant; thwart the 
Adonljah's of idleness, passion, av-j 
arice, fear and materialism by en- 
throning the Solomon of righteous- 
ness, religion noble thoughts and 
selfless service. Dr. Chalmers em- 
bodied, the tame idea in his death- 
less phrase' "the expulsive power 
of a new affection." 
Our Times and Solomon's 
Solomon Inherited the throne, 
snd the promises of God to his 
father. 
The dying king laid sol- 
emn admonition upon his son to be 
true to Jehovah and to the Divine 
Law. These last words' of David 
have a pertinency today to every 
sovereign citizen, in a time of de- 
cision and destiny. 


"Be thou strong, therefore, and 
show thyself a man; and keep 
the charge of Jehovah thy God, to 
walk in His ways, to keep His 
statutes, and His commandments, 
and His ordinances, and His tes- 
timonies, according to that which 
is written in the law of Moses, 
that thou mayst. prosper In all that 
thdtrdoest, and whithersoever thou 
turnest thyself." 
There we have a program • of 
national greatness. Any other plan 
that Is not built upon this founda- 
tion, will prove inadequate in any 
country. No national problem can 
be solved which leaves out God 
as the determining factor. That is 
why a genuine revival of real re- 
ligion 'Is our day's deepset need. 
A Klnf's Choice. 
In htose first days of his reign, 
days of mental ferment and spir- 
itual fervor, Solomon went to Gib- 
Con to. offer a great sacrifice. 
There God appeared to him In a 
dream, and offered him a choice 
of blessings. 
Solomon's humble 
reply reveals him at his height— 
"I am but a little child, I know 
not how to go out or'to come In 
; . . Give thy servant therefore an 
understanding heart to judge thy 
people, that I may discern .be- 
tween good and evil." 
'That request so pleased God, to 
whom righteousness Is precious 
that He dowered Solomon also with 
riches and honor, as well as with 
"a .wise and understanding heart 
so that there hath been none like 
thee before theo, neither 
after 


thee shall any arise like unto thee" 
All that because Solomon 
had 
sought first "understanding to dis- 
cern justice." Many a teacher will 
expand this incident, as evidence 
of the place of social justice and 
righteous government in the sight 
of God. 


It is easy to see why the Pro- 
verbs of Solomon abound in tri- 
butes to wisdom. '"Wisdom is the 
principal thing: therefore get wis- 
dom." For wisdom is the handle 
that fits all the tools of life. And 
Wisdom, says Solomon's example 
and precept, comes from God. 
Erudition may be ecqulred in the 
schools; but wisdom, which alone 
makes erudition useful, is a gift 
of God himself. 


A Royal Author and Editor. 
In- connection with the study of 
the life of Solomon, a Book of 
Proverbs should be read. 
As a 
handbook of practical counsel for 
the young, this collection of wise 
sayings has never-had an equal. 
Solomon wrote most of the pro- 
verbs, and collected others. We 
do not usually think of him as 
an author; but he was the world's 
greatest maker of epigrams, and 
an immortal poet besides. "The 
Song of Song£" is his, and at 
least one of the psalms. The pes- 
simistic book of Ecclesiastes prob- 
ably reflects the dillusionment of 
his old age, when he had depart- 
ed from the counsel of his fath- 
er, and from the law of God. 


Like 
most 
authors, 
Solomon 
wrote better than he lived. He 
had not the fortitude to follow the 
truth as he saw and penned. Pow- 
er and luxury and magnificence 
weakened the fibre of his char- 
acter; and he became a self-in- 
dulgent, tyrannical sensual orien- 
tal potentate, who had forgotten 
his early ambition to promote 
justice for the poor. He married 
foreign wives and had a thousand 
women in his harem. 


. A King and A BuUder. 
Solomon's greatest achievement 
was the building of the first Tem- 
ple of Jehovah, a house of mag- 
nificence and dignity and beauty. 
It has always been looked upon 
as one of the wonder-works of the 
world. 
The finest of wood and 
stone and metal, including uncoun- 
ted gold, were put Into it by the 


best brains that could be. com- 
manded, In all the world. 


That temple has been the war- 
rant for every great church and 
cathederal 
that his since been 
erected. 
For It symbolized 
the 
truth that the best belongs to 
.God. His worship his worthy of 
man's uttermost offering. 


In the train of Solomon's fol- 
low that countless company of 
men and women who have given of 
their best, thought and tireless ser- 
vice to the work of the church. 
The real career of millions of per- 
sons, represented in every com- 
munity has 
been their 
unsung 
ministry In their local churches. 
Unconsciously, they have display- 
ed somewhat of the wisdom o 
Solomon at his best.

LOCAL BOARDS WILL HAVE 


NO AUTHORITY BUT CAN 


REFER CASES HIGHER 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12. 


—(IP)— N R A "compliance 
boards" are to be set up in 
every city and town to as- 
sure observance of the blue 
eagle agreements. 


As outlined to reporters 


today by Hugh S. Johnson, 
the administrator, the duty 
of 
each board will be to Investigate 
complaints 
of 
violations, 
hold 


hearings and seek to obtain vol- 
untary compliance. 
If this is not forthcoming, they 
will report to Washington for dis- 
ciplinary action. 


The local board will have no 


executive authority. 


This endeavor to enhance re- 
sults for the blue eagle campaign 
was launched as the NRA advanc- 
ed to consolidate its permanent In- 
dustrial control work, holding'hear- 
ings on codes for motion pictures, 
boots and shoes, silk textiles and 
other Industrie*. 


The compliance boards set up 


by today's order will be named by 
the NRA campaign committees in 
each community. 
They shall consist of two em- 


Sloye representatives, one for in- 
ustrlal workers and the other for 
trade, two employers' spokesmen, 
one consumer representative, pref- 
erably a woman, and one lawyer. 


These are to pick a chairman 
who shall be a citizen of unques- 
tioned high standing and neutral 
as between the various interests. 
Beside* dealing with complaint* 


of agreement violation, the com- 
pliance board* will be charged 
with passing upon requests 
for 


exemptions presented by individ- 
ual employers who claim great 
Hardship would be caused them 
by NRA compliance; and also to 
consider 
applications for contin- 
uance of longer hour schedules 
now being worked by employes 
under union contracts.

were run off swiftly yesterday, re- 
quiring about 12 hours for both. 
District Judge Grover Adams aald 
he would pass formal sentence on 
the negroes later. 


Bluit Burkley, tried first, sur- 


prised authorities by pleadir^i not 
guilty to the murder charge and 
repudiating the confession he sign- 
ed shortly after being 
arrested. 


He claimed it was obtained from 
him while he was afraid of mob 
violence. 
He tried to put 
the 


blame for the whole affair on his 
brother. 


After pleading guilty, Thurman 


Burkley told of the crime. 
He 


said he and his brother were re-

The negro said 
he was nervous, gripping his pistol 
tightly, and -while trying to decide 
what to do with Carver, the weap- 
on accidentally fired twice. • Thur- 
man said lie ran, without waiting 
to see what had happened to Car- 
ver.
